Soviet dispatches declared today that Marshal Semeon 
Timoshenko’s armies, sweeping around the German flanks, 
have cut o ff Nazi forces in the “ Battle of the B end” 80 miles 
northwest of Stalingrad, but that the invaders continued to 
surge forward on the lower Don river and in the Caucasus. 
A bulletin from A dolf H itler’s field headquarters asserted 
that German mechanized columns have rolled up to the Kuban 
river deep in the Caucasus at several points and have captured 
the town of Voroshilovsk, 180 miles southeast of Rostov. 
If true, this would mean that the Germane already have advanced 
nearly a third the distance to the great Caucasus oil fields and far 
beyond the sectors noted In Soviet communiques. 
The Kuban river, which crosses the Rostov-Batu rail line, empties

rain and the run gets clogged. No 
sewer ever could take the w ater we 
had Friday night. Y’ou can't build 
sewers to handle w ater like that.” 
Defends Attendance Record 
Then he swung into a defense of 
his record of attendance at council 
meetings. 
"Very seldom,” he said, “is there 
a representative of the adm inistra­ 
tion not present. I’ve never missed 
a meeting until I was sick, and I 
never missed a meeting of the 
former council.” 
Mr. W atkin thus explained how

Mr. Bloomgren commented fur­ 
ther, as follows:

sibility of further participation by 
the WPA was anticipated. 
Since 
that time the WPA has moved Into 
East Liverpool a force of approxi­ 
mately 60 men, engaged in rail 
removal. 
“I have asked the Cleveland of­ 
fice of the WPA to re-open the 
Pennsylvania ave. hill rd. project, 
and they have agreed to consider 
the request.

until 1:30 in the morning watch­ 
ing that water overflow in the run 
and trying to get help to some of 
these people.” 
“Eventually," he declared, “the

will be 
small potatoes compared to the 
damage suits we are going to have 
if something isn’t done on that 
run.” 
“I know that $10,400 won’t be­ 
gin to take care of the entire run* 
but it will do a certain portion c t 
work.” 
Bearing out Mrs. Slagle’s com­ 
plaint that the run improvement 
is part of typical campaign pro­ 
mises, he said, “Just before elec­ 
tion several pipe lengths had been 
placed in the run, but there has 
been little activity since.” 
"Every man the East End has 
sent to council has tried to got 
something done,” he explained.

Mayor Vetoes Resolution

Mayor O. Earl Greenwalt vetoed 
a recent resolution to extend the 
water main line on Sunset st. from 
Fisher ave. southward to a point 
about 200 feet south of Fisher ave. 
He did this, he told council, "for 
the reason that our government 
has ordered that no cast Iron pipe 
be used for the extension of water 
lines for the duration.”

Interned Italians And Japanese Snub Each Other 


At Montana Camp; They Refuse To Stay Together 
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Playing Germany's Game 
G 
EHMAN Ingenuity In the lethal arts reached Its 
climax In the subm arine campaign of the First 
World war, most 
successful of ail strokes 
of 
strategy. W ith a loss of about 200 raiders, the Ger­ 
mans sank at least ii,400 ships—more than 11,000,- 
OOO tons of desperately needed cargo capacity. To 
give special significance to that total, It happens to 
be about the same aa the m erchant tonnage of the 
United States when the Second w ar started. 
To be sure, when the First World w ar ended, 
Great Britain and the United States at enormous 
expense had developed a convoy system that made 
submarine raiding extremely hazardous. It was on 
the assumption that the came thing would happen 
again that this country had planned to build cargo 
ships fast enough to keep abreast of the subm arine 
winking rate while developing convoy protection In 
this war. 
But in this war, with Germany ualng better sub­ 
marines and the United States trying to play all 
the oceans of the world, convoy protection Is In­ 
finitely more difficult, perhaps Impossible. There is 
a brutally suggestive resemblance between trying ^o 
build ships faster than they can be sunk and trying 
to build a house faster than it can be burned down. 
The United States, even though unwillingly, is play­ 
ing Germany's game. . 
This Is the background against which average tax­ 
payers, knowing about the high cost of building 
ships for the Germans to sink, are viewing the 
proposal to hasten the coming of the day when a 
large part of the freight going from one continent 
to another will be carried by air. Probably the con­ 
jectures about air freight in circulation a t the mo­ 
m ent are overdrawn. But lf the United States can 
afford to spend millions on ships for the Germans 
to send to the bottom of the Atlantic, certainly it 
can afford to spend a sizable sum on ships to fly 
In tile air where submarines can’t harm therm 
Most encouraging new development In many a 
day 1b War Production Chief Nelson's seeming will­ 
ingness to help Henry J. Kaiser, who says It can 
be done and backs up hts promise with a record of 
accomplishment, to do it. 
This Is 
vastly more than a twlddle-dee-twlddle- 
dum controversy. It might very well be this coun­ 
try's 
successful 
rebuttal 
to Germany's 
greatest 
strategy—the submarine blockade that alm ost won 
the F irst World w ar and might win the Second 
World war.

They have virtually no work 
to do. 
But they still glower at each 
other. 
The 
camp 
guards 
never 
have seen an Italian say so much 
as "good morning" to a Japanese. 
The Internees Just don’t seem to 
grasp 
the 
kernel 
of 
the Axis 
philosophy—you 
know, 
that 
the 
Japanese and Italians have a lot 
in common and therefore should 
be as hap>py as bugs-in-a-rug when 
they’re together, 
So there have to be special ar­ 
rangements a t the Missoula camp 
Of course, no one a t all gets 
Into the camp. The guards even 
arrest people who 
try 
to take 
pictures through 
the fence. But 
the 
stories 
circulate 
anyway 
through the pretty college town 
of Missoula. 
The Japanese have picked on 
a curious 
pastime. 
They 
make 
gadgets from pebbles. Vases, bowls, 
what-nots. 
They’ll 
sit alone 
for 
hours picking small pebbles from 
the gravel on the camp roads. 
Then they trot silently back to 
their quarters and stick them to­ 
gether Into some sort of gadget. 
They all seem to have the fever. 
They work as intently as though 
they 
were digging a tunnel to 
Tokyo. 
The happy-go-lucky Italians vary. 
Some 
make 
ship 
models, 
very 
beautiful ones. Some get together 
and yodel opera arias. There are 
a few gifted painters. The rest 
Just walk, or "set”.

Aleutians Now A Major Problem 
'-pH E United States navy, It now appears, has 
>* 
learned an important lesson In public rela­ 
tions the hard way. Never get caught short lf you 
can help It, and above all else don't talk yourself 
into a hole. 
In the Aleutians island cast, the navy first gave 
the impression of not knowing there was anything 
wrong in the Aleutians. It then gave the impression 
that the presence of a few Japanese there was of 
lie importance. 
This was bad enough, but by this time things had 
gone so far that they had to get worse before they 
oould get better. The navy by its own vigorous oper 
gtlons and its disclosure of extreme difficulties en- 
countered admitted that the presence of Japanese 
In the Aleutions was of the utmost Importance. This 
has been followed up now with an official report 
that there are 10,000 Japanese In the area of occu­ 
pation. 
Plainly, 10,000 Japanese In a region so difficult 
to reach constitute a major problem. W hether con­ 
sidered as an Invasion threat against Alaska or as a 
defensive outpost to thw art any attem pt to reach 
Asia by easy stages from this continent, the Japa­ 
nese force In the Aleutians suggests strongly that 
someone slipped badly in war planning In that sud­ 
denly im portant sector of the worldwide battle­ 
field.

vention on the treatm ent of war 
prisoners. That says, among other 
things, that prisoners should eat 
as well as soldiers. 
So 
the 
Missoula 
camp 
can 
spend each day for each prisoner 
the same amount of money spent 
to feed an American soldier. 
They’ve even decided to make 
the prisoners happy by giving them 
the food they’re accustomed to.' 
It takes quite a hit of bookkeeping 
to 
spilt 
the 
orders: 
Spaghetti, 
Olive oil and garlic for the IUllans. 
They’re 
so casual about 
house­ 
keeping that guards have to ram 
hie through their kitchen period! 
rally to point out spots th at need 
a touch of soap. 
The Japanese are immaculate. 
Silent, you might alm ost say sul­ 
len—but Immaculate. 
There’s another little difficulty 
with the Italians. They all want 
what the next man has. The camp 
buys 
clothes 
for the 
prisoners. 
And when one Italian gets a new 
pair of shoes, there’s a flood of 
requests from the other Italians 
for shoes. Not Just shoes, but that 
exact tan oxford the first man got.

They will train to be 
future naval instructors in 
the 
women’s training school. 
Group 2. About 300 women will 
be commissioned on a probationary 
basis and assigned to admtnlstra 
tlve jobs to get the “WAVE” roll­ 
ing. 
Group 3. From 500 to 650 of 
flcer-candidates, 
enrolled 
as 
ap­ 
prentice seamen, who if they stay 
in the swim will come out ensigns. 
Age. Group one and group two 
must not be less than 21 or older 
than 50. Group three must be from 
20 to 30, inclusive. 
Matrimonial status. Marriage is 
no bar. But the unmarried must 
agree not to wed during their 
training.

UGAR canning registration was resumed at the city 
hall again today in compliance with OPA regulations 
setting Aug. 4-7 as dates for issuing certificates. 
The sugar office, in the basement of the City hall, 
will he open from 9 to 4:30 today, Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday. 
St. Clair township residents may apply every evening 
this week, exoept Saturday, at the Calcutta Grange 
hall. The hours there are 7 to IO. 
Sugar registrars have alphabetical lists of canning 
sugar regiatranta, with records of how much sugar has 
been allowed each for canning purposes. These lists 
will be checked against this weeks applicants and if any 
person ie allowed too much, the board "will go back 
arter the registrant," according to George S. Bloomgren. 
acting sugar rationing agent. 
Mr. Bloomgren today provided The Review with the 
accompanying form, which will be a convenience for 
housewives not able to appear personally a t the regis­ 
tration offices. 
The form, filled out completely, can be mailed to the 
auger office. In fact, the sugar board encourages house­ 
wives to follow this method as it will save both them 
and the office time. It takes about IO minutes to fill 
out the blank. 
(When clipping the form, cut it on the border 
line, so that all forms will fit the ration board’s 
files.) 
The mail-ln-plan, in brief, is this: 
1.—Clip out the application form along the borders. 
2.—Fill out the blank according to instructions on 
the form. 
3.—Address ap envelope to: War Price and Rationing 
Board, City Hall, Bast Liverpool. (If you live in St. 
Clair township, address it to Grange Hall, Calcutta, 
R.F.D., E ast Liverpool.) 
4.—Put In the envelope: (a) all the sugar rationing 
books your family has; (b) the application, filled out 
and signed, and (c) a stamped envelop with your own 
address on It. Mall i t 
• 
The board will mall back the supar certificates, which 
entitles each apilcant to buy an amount of canning sugar, 
with the family books within a few days. 
This mall-in plan,” Mr. Bloomgren said, “has been 
adopted especially to speed up issuance of canning sugar 
purchase certificates and to eliminate long w aits at the 
rationing board office. However, those who have been 
issued no books will be required to go to the board office 
and apply. 
"The application must he filed not only by those who 
have obtained no canning sugar this year, but also by 
those who have already been allotted canning sugar 
but desire an extra amount for fall cunning. 
"There is no rush about filing the application, but it 
should be filed early enough to give the board time to 
act on it and mail the certificate back, by the time 
the sugar is needed for cunning. 
"There are a few simple facts which should ba kept 
in mind by persons applying for canning sugar allot­ 
ments. 
"First, they should estim ate the number of quarts of 
fruit and fruit Juice they intend to can, between now 
and Dec. 31, 1942. and apply for enough sugar to put one 
pound to four quarts of finished fruits or fruit juices. 
"Second, they ehould not apply for sugar for canning 
vegetables. 
"Third, they cannot use the one-pound*to-four quarts 
allotm ent for fruit and fruit juices to make jellies, pre­ 
serves, Jara and fruit butters. For jellies, preserves and 
such, applicants can apply for and get no more than one 
pound of sugar for each person in the family and if this 
one has already been allotted on a previous application, 
no more sugar can be granted for the purpose.” 
"It should be remembered that the canning sugar 
should he used strictly for the fruit and fruit juice can­ 
ning for which it was granted, and for nothing else.”

Air Corps ‘Life Raft’ 
Termed Satisfactory 
After Test At Dayton 


By Th* A u o r iil d Pre**. 
DAYTON, Aug. 4 — Army air 
corps officers expressed satisfac­ 
tion today over the first public 
demonstration of a new one-man 
life 
raft 
designed 
for 
airplane 
pilots and crew members forced 
down on water. 
Developed at Wright field the 
raft made its debut yesterday at 
Indian lake, 60 miles north, with 
Paratrooper David Allen as mas­ 
ter of ceremonies. 
The 24-year-old first lieutenant 
from Salt Lake City parachuted 
from a twin-motored plane wearing 
the deflated raft like a cushion In 
a packet 18x12x4 Inches. It was 
his first leap into waler and he 
described it thus: 
"I Jumped from about 600 feet 
and everything was all. right. The 
water was shallow so I didn't need 
m y ‘Mae West’ life preserver. I 
unbuckled my ‘chute and ripped 
open the raft and Inflated It, Every­ 
thing worked very good.” 
The 12-pound raft Is inflated by 
pulling a coni which releases gas 
from a large cylinder, In IO sec­ 
onds the folded raft blossoms In­ 
to a six-foot orange boat resem­ 
bling a huge oval doughnut but 
with a floor In the center. 
Attached Is a sea anchor to pre­ 
vent drift, which can be used a s 
a 
bailing 
bucket; 
two 
wire-stif­ 
fened paddles about the size of 
those used In table tennis but with 
straps for the bunds; a canteen 
or water, and two days’ rations In 
a waterproof tin.

The 
total 
value 
of 
Hancock 
county property was estimated to­ 
day at $44,468,400 by Kenneth H, 
HUI, county assessor, In his 1942 
report on county assets. 
Mr. Hill’s report showed that the 
value of the county’s entire prop­ 
erty had Increased $2,572,805 since 
last year and had Increased $17, 
536,860 In the last six years. 
All the property in the county Is 
divided Into four classes and as­ 
sessed in the following manner: 
Class one (personal property and 
public utility), was valued at $7, 
461.630 as compared with $7,504,365 
in 1941; 
Class two (real estate), valued at 
$9,479,210 as against $8,979,330 last 
year; 
Class three (real estate, personal 
property and public utility), valued 
at $22,309,470, compared with the 
$20,181,110 evaluation of last year; 
Cia** four (real estate, personal 
property and public utility), was 
valued at $5,218,090, compared with 
$5,230,790 of 1941. 
Class four was the only classifi­ 
cation to show a decrease In value. 
Chester Shows Decline 
Two districts showed a decline 
In total assessment. 
C h e s t e r 
dropped from $7,147,650 In 1941 to 
$6,199,200 this year and Clay dis­ 
trict dropped from $1,141,760 last 
year to $1,100,640 In 1942. 
The six other districts showed In­ 
creases In totals In the following 
manner: Grant Jumped from $6.- 
199,200 last year to $6,405,505 this 
year; Butler district went from 
$20,523,845 In 1941 to $22,642,265 In 
1942; 
Hollidays Cove Increased 
from last year’s amount of $2,969,- 
850 to $3,036,550 this year; Weir­ 
ton Heights increased Its property 
value from $1,321,600 In 1941 to

The various districts* totals are 
apportioned among the four classes 
of property as follows: Chester’s 
class one property contribute* $3.- 
672,450 this year to the general 
total, as against $3,741,250 In 1941; 
Chester's class two property this 
year Is assessed at $1,088,200 as 
compared with $1,070,750 last year; 
No property of the class three 
group is listed for Chester; the 
class four property, however, con­ 
tributes $2,190,000 to the general 
total aa against $2,335,506 In 1941.

Constructive Criticism Also 


Offered For Republicans 


By The Associates Pres*. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 4—Three basic 
‘‘unity’’ principles by which he said 
Republicans and Democrats can 
take the war objectives out of the 
congressional and state political 
campaigns are advanced by Wen­ 
dell L. Winkle. With these pro­ 
posals, he coupled bases of "con­ 
structive criticism” for Republican 
use. 
At a press conference, Winkle 
urged both parties yesterday to 
incorporate 
in 
their 
convention 
plaformg these principles: 
“I,—America must fight this war 
in union with other countries until 
the last vestige of totalitarianism 
and 
aggcession 
is 
destroyed 
throughout the world. 
"2.—No matter how long and 
painful the road to complete vie-, 
tory, It must be pursued with no 
thought of appeasement. 
"3.—When the war is over, we 
must set up institutions and moth 
ods of international political and 
economic cooperation to the end 
the excessive nationalistic ideas 
and military ambitions will find no 
spawning grounds." 
Winkle listed these ‘‘constructive 
criticism" issues on which Republi­ 
cans might campaign: 
“The efficiency of the govern­ 
ment’s war effort; Its failures and 
delays in administration, its con 
fused handling of the subtle and 
dangerous questions of Inflation, 
etc.; its refusal to deal realistically 
with the need for a united com­ 
mand of our own armed forces 
and 
the 
development 
with 
our 
Allies of a coordinate strategy; its 
waiting until after the election on 
the inevitable necessity of draft­ 
ing men below the age of 21, and 
above all Its tragic dulling of the 
American people’s eager will to 
sacrifice by a multitude of ill- 
considered and conflicting direc­ 
tives." 
Such a campaign, he said, “will 
not disunite but will strengthen 
America."

CHICAGO, Aug. 4—The nation’s 
two great labor groups, the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor and the 
Congress of Industrial Organiza­ 
tions, are on the brink of a new 
peace movement here. 
Friendly overtures 
have 
been 
made by two influential leaders of 
the CIO, President Philip Murray 
and R. J. Thomas, head of the 
United Automobile Workers. 
The next step, apparently, is up 
to William Green, president of the 
AFL, Chicago-bound to open a 10- 
day session of the federation’s exe­ 
cutive council. 
Thomas already is here, attend­ 
ing a convention of CIO automo­ 
bile, aircraft and agricultural im­ 
plement workers, and Murray was 
expected early in the day.
